DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1. 3-5, 8-9, 11-18, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Joko of record for reasons of record. 

The Joko patent while disclosing the treatment of wastewater from a 
pharmaceutical plant which would read upon a facility handling a pharmaceutical 
drug, does not disclose the types of contaminants treated, i.e., fails to disclose 
that drugs are contained in the wastewater and are destroyed. The patent merely 
discloses that nitrogen-containing materials are broken down to nitrogen in the 
presence of chlorine ions by electrolysis (see abstract). 

There are many drugs, for example antibiotics, which are nitrogen-containing 
materials, such as amoxicillin, which would breakdown in a mechanism shown on page 
3. There is a reasonable expectation of success that nitrogen containing drugs can 
be destroyed by electrolysis in the presence of chlorine compounds, because the 
Joko patent teaches that the wastewater containing nitrogen compounds from a 
pharmaceutical plant treated by electrolysis results in water having reduced 
nitrogen containing compounds. 

Accordingly, the claims are rejected. 
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Claims 2, 10 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Joko as applied to claims above, and further in view of 
Tsuchikawa et al. (Tsuchikawa), U.S. Patent 5,798,028. 

The Joko patent fails to disclose the use of a level sensor as claimed. The 
Tsuchikawa patent is cited to show the use of a level sensor and control of an 
electrolysis treatment of water based upon the sensor (see claims 1-4). 

Consequently, the invention as a whole would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
disclosure of the Joko patent with the teachings of the Tsuchikawa patent, 
because the Tsuchikawa patent teaches the control of water electrolysis based 
upon the reading of the level sensor.
